Povilas Blekaitis. DP Sanatorium. Freudental, Kr. 
Ludwigsburg, Germany, American Zone. Paul Blekaitis 
is an open TB case. He pleads for medication which he 
can’t get even tho he is in a sanatorium. Tho there is no 
curative for TB cases, calcium is an essential as it aids 
in forming a wall around the infected lesions on the 
lungs. A box of empty gelatin capsules (100 No. 0, costs 
about 60 or 75 cents. A bottle of calcium phosphate, to 
fill capsules, will cost about $1.50. It is easily obtainable 
in drug stores here, but difficult to get in war ravaged 
Europe. 


Jurgis Blekaitis, 33/131 B Camp. 33/131 DP As- 
sembly Center. 800 Control Unit. BOAR, Via Great Bri- 
tain. Jurgis (George) is a drama director of the dramatic 
group “Aitvaras” in the DP camp of Detmolde, Germany.

The boy, his widowed mother and 
two brothers were taken out of Lithuania by the Germans 
during their occupation of that land, and sent to Germany 
as slave laborers. A bomb killed the mother and two of 
the children. Henrikas, 15, is a very brilliant lad, and 
the UNRRA case worker praised him highly and hoped 
he would get an opportunity to come to United States 
to study. An affidavit of support (proof that the person 
who wishes to bring him over, has $500.00) is required.
